3. The Consecration of the Church bn April 10th, 1960. 1st Time wands - 

Dr. & Mrs. w o A c Nelson , 1st time. 

4. m e ]_ come 3 -the Reverend Arthur E, Cuzner and family. Regret the sickness 
in his family since their arrival in Lethbridge. 

5. 765 Services this year as compared to 622 in 1959. 

6. On April 1st, the Church at Ficture Butte will be moving into its own building. 

7. Services at The Galt Rehabilitation Centre resumed. 

8. The Episcopal Visitation took place late in September. 

9. The Venerable Archdeacon Swanson was welcomed on his visit to the Parish 
in 1960. 

ACTS AND DECISIONS OF THE VESTRY . 

The Rector, Wardens and Vestry met regularity during the year. 

Mr. Oliver Bright was appointed Banking Treasurer. 

The Planter on 11th Street was the subject of much favourable comment. 
w e paid our Missionary Apportionment in full. 

We had a well organized Visitation and Canvass along the Sector Pattern, done under 
the excellent direction of Mr. T. w # Snowdon and a band of splendid helpers. The 
Rector was glad to attend all the Training Meetings. 

Messrs. Young, Parkyn andlMoNao consented to act as our Auditors. 

w e arranged for the consolidation of Parish Finances with the Bank of Montreal, 
our original Parish Bankers. We arranged a line of credit, and borrowed $9,000.00 
from the Bank of Montreal in order to discharge our liability to the Imperial Bank. 

w e arranged for the use of the New Prayer Book in the Parish. 
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Raceived with regret the resignations of Messrs. Edgar Middleton and M r# , Ray- 
Hunter, C.A., and appointed Mr. Gordon Reeves and Mr. David Hughes, C.A. as 
their replacements, Mr. Hughes has made himself indispensable as a member of 
the Vestry in that he has taken over the Accounting formerly done by Mr, Ray 
Hunter-, C,A, 

The Vestry authorised additional assistance in the way of gardening and watchman 
aervice at the Mission Hall, 

During the year the Rector appointed Mr. Cecil Gordon as Co-ordinator for the 
Scout-Guide-Cub-Brownie movements in the Parish. 

The Vestry arranged for the rental of the Roman Catholic Camp (Knights of 
Columbus) at Waterton National Park for the use of our Parish Youth during the 
month of August. Rental of $100,00 per week was charged including all utilities 
but not the services of the Camp Staff. 

The Vestry has been informed that there remains an amount of $3,000,00 due to 
this Parish from the Yates Estate. 

Mr. Leonard Catkinson, C.A. was appointed convener of a committee consisting of 
Mrs. C, 0, Merriman, Mrs, G, Kemp, Mr, D. S. O'Connell and the Rector to make 
preparations for the 75th Anniversary of the Parish. 

During the year the Vestry have authorized. 

1. Expenditure of $750.00 for Prayer Books. 

2. Name of Church in bronze lettering on the west wall. 

3. Met all expenses in connection with the Assistant Priest. 

4. Redecorated the interior of the Rectory at a cost of $1,000.00, 

5. Hardsurfaced all boulevards on 4th Ave. & 11 St. South at a cost of $1,000,00 

6. Constructed new cupboards for Scouts and Cubs at the Mission Hall. 

7. Purchased some heavy equipment such as industrial-type Polisher for Church 
Maintenance, 

8. Engaged additional help for maintenance of Mission Hall grounds, and oversight 
of same . 

9. Purchased additional expensive fire extinguishers. 

10. Supported the Primate's World Refugee Appeal, 

11. Supported the Theological College Appeal. 

Ait the suggestion of the Rector the Vestry passed a Resolution that it would 
look with favor upon the ultimate establishment of a daughter Parish in South- 
East Lethbridge .

Various members participated 
in comnunity and Church Projects during the first few months of the year. 

Such projects included “he V, A c Annual Meeting when several members along 
with three delegates attended; The World's Day of Prayer; Leaders Meetings 
in Calgary for G.A*, J. A,, Little Helpers and Deanery Meeting; as well as 
assisting at the Blood Donor’s Clinic. 

EXECUTIVE S ECR ETARI ES REPORTS ARE AS FOLLOWS: 

EDUCATIONAL - Mrs. W„ E 0 Davidson. Combined Missionary and Business Meetings 
were held""again this year. The Missionary Education Movement chose "Into 
all the world together" as the year’s theme and the study kit provided was 
followed. The theme had a special timeliness, with the third assembly of 
The World Council of Churches taking place in New Delhi in November. A 
series of papers on the study book "Towards the Centre" by Sir Charles Jeffri«s 
were read with members taking part at two meetings. 

GIRL- S ’AUXI L IARY (G.A,.) - Mrs . E. J„ Hawn. 1961 was a banner year for the 
Girl s' Auxiliary of St„ Augustine’s Church. There were 13 members and two 
leaders. The Girls worked at a variety of badges and at the Annual Festival 
received badges for the following: Social Service, Bible Study, Cooking, 
Handicrafts, Physical Fitness and Naturalists. It was upon this work that 
they were judged - along with all other groups in the Diocese and were awarded 
the Handicraft Banner and the Kate Calvert Shield, which is awarded annualy 
to the best G, A„ Group in the Diocese of Calgary. The presentation was 
made by Mrs. Calvert at the Festival. 

All the girls assisted at various Church functions. They addressed 
envelopes, served coffee, folded bulletins, made Palm Crosses, worked in th© 
Nursery, taught Sunday School, sang in the Choirs, put on a Dessert Bridge, 
served at Girl Guido and Brownie Mother and Daughter banquet, and sold 200 
boxes of peppermint Patties for Christmas.
